PLANTING  SEASONS.  Transplanting  can  be  done  from  the  time  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground  in  spring  until  the  latter  part  of  June,  and  again  from 
late  September  on,  as  long  as  the  ground  holds  open. 

Evergreens  may  also  be  moved  advantageously  in  late  August  and 
September. 

SHIPPING.  We  make  no  charge  for  delivery  to  the  local  freight  and  express 
companies,  from  which  point  our  responsibility  ceases.  If  losses  occur  by 
delays  in  delivery,  claims  should  be  made  at  once  on  the  forwarding 
companies. 

Where  no  explicit  directions  are  received  as  to  method  of  shipment, 
we  will  forward  according  to  our  best  judgment.  Auto  truck  delivery  is 
advised  where  orders  are  of  sufficient  quantity. 

Charges  for  truck  delivery  are  made  according  to  the  distance  travelled 
and  the  size  of  the  truck  used.  The  cost  is  often  less  than  the  combined 
expense  of  crating  or  boxing,  freight  or  express  and  trucking  from  trans- 
portation company’s  office  to  the  place  wanted ; and  the  stock  arrives  where 
you  want  it,  when  you  want  it,  and  in  the  best  of  condition. 

PRICES.  The  prices  in  this  catalogue  are  F.  O.  B.  Falmouth,  and  do  not 
include  packing.  Boxing  or  baling  will  be  charged  at  cost,  except  on 
orders  paid  in  full  in  advance.

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Evergreen  Trees 
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Evergreens  are  always  desirable  for  landscape  planting,  for  both  sum- 
mer and  winter  effects.  They  are  excellent  for  lawn  specimens,  for 
screen  plantings,  for  windbreaks,  and  hedges;  and  the  low-growing 
sorts  in  variety  are  much  used  for  effective  plantings  about  the  founda- 
tions of  buildings. 

Our  plants  have  been  frequently  transplanted  and  root-pruned  so  as 
to  give  a ball  of  fibrous  roots  which  is  a necessary  factor  in  the  success- 
ful planting  of  evergreens.  All  are  dug  with  the  ball  of  earth  in  which 
they  are  grown,  and  wrapped  securely  in  burlap  before  being  shipped.

WATER  THE  EVERGREENS 

More  evergreens  are  lost  through  lack  of  moisture  than  through 
any  other  cause.  During  the  dry  season,  as  well  as  directly  after 
planting,  make  basins  in  the  soil  around  the  individual  evergreen 
trees  and  shrubs  and  fill  them  frequently  with  water.  This  applies 
particularly  during  the  first  season  after  planting.

THE  VALUE  OF  NATIVE  SHRUBS. 

The  native  Viburnums,  bushy  dogwoods,  and  several  other  varieties 
of  native  plants  form  a group  whose  blossoms  are  not  quite  showy 
enough  for  those  who  are  interested  only  in  floral  display;  but  they  are 
very  valuable  and  much  used  in  border  and  lawn  plantings,  parks,  etc., 
where  natural  rather  than  horticultural  effects  are  wanted,  and  year- 
round  interest  is  preferred  rather  than  conspicuous  display  at  any  one 
time.  Their  clean  white  flowers,  various  colored  berries  and  brilliant 
autumn  foliage  colorings  combine  to  give  interest  in  all  seasons.  Most 
of  them  grow  naturally  in  partial  shade,  and  all  thrive  well  when 
brought  under  cultivation  and  care.  The  birds  have  a particular  fond- 
ness for  Viburnum  berries. 

Other  native  plants  particularly  to  be  recommended  include  the  Red 
Cedar,  Hemlock,  Rhododendrons,  Laurel,  Azaleas,  Clethra,  Sumachs, 
Ilex,  Elderberry,  Bayberry,  Beachplum,  Blueberry,  Shadblow,  Wild 
Rose.  They  are  more  and  more  used  for  excellent  permanent  plantings, 
especially  where  naturalistic  effects  are  appreciated  and  desired.  They 
deserve  much  wider  popularity.
